Road Between the Bridges May 
be Built by Convict Labor 
Counties Will Help 


Bridges over the San Carlos and 
Gila rivers on the San Carlos Indian 
reservation will be completed 
within 
six months 
and according 
to pres¬ 
ent plans 
a highway will have been 
built between the sites in that length 
of time 
This 
was 
the statement 
made Tuesday by Congressman 
Carl 
Harden 
in a telegram 
to the 
Ari- 
zona 


¬ 
Record 
Mr 
Hayden 
reports that bids for 
the construction of the bridges at 
the upper sites have been let to the 
Omaha Structural Steel Works 
with 
the condition that the work must be 
completed within the time stated on 
the San Carlos river bridge but the 
company agreed 
to take a contract 
for both bridges yfor 
53600 
and it 
was on that basis that the award 
was made 
That a road 
connecting 
the two 
bridges and forging the final link in 
the Ocean to Ocean National 
High ¬ 
way thiough 
Globe and the Gila 
valley will be built by the time the 
bridges are completed 
is the opin 
ion of the congressman 
I have 
suggested 
to 
Governor 
Hunt that the State engineer sur 
vey a road between the two bridges 
and that convict 
labor be employed 
in the construction of the road 
with 
some financial 
assistance 
from Gila 
and Graham counties 
oiuie mgnway engineer iwitcnen 
is now working in this district with 
a forceof convicts 
makingimprQyji 
ments on the GIobeRoosevelt road 
as far as the reservation line 
It is expected 
that 
the boards of 
supervisors of 
Gila 
and 
Giaham 
counties wil 
take prompt 
action 
towards raising funds for the con ¬ 
struction of the link 
needed on the 
reservation 
and that with 
the aid 
of 
the 
State 
construction of 
the 
new highway will be begun without 
delay 
Engineers epresenting the Omaha 
company which has the contract for 
the bridge work will 
probably 
be in 
the field 
within a few days and the 
steel 
gangs will 
follow them 
soon 
afterward 
The news that the national 
high ¬ 
way is 
to be opened 
ud now is of 
the greatest importance to this dis- 
trict
